In a mixture for hay, such grasses should be used that 
will all mature about the same time, while for a pasture mixed the chief requisite is not 
that all kinds should mature at the same time, but that early, medium and late should be 
used together, so as to furnish continued grazing the entire season. 


HOW TO SOW—The L. & B. Pasture Mixture will produce one good crop of hay each 
season and can then be pastured the balance of the year.
